The International Convention. 
The Convention which assembled at Balti- 


more May 21-25 was in some respects the 
remarkable one we have ever held. 
There were nearly 600 delegates in attend- 
ance, embracing young men from almost every 
section of the United States and Canada, also 
representatives from England, Switzerland, 
and Australia. The time chosen was most 
auspicious, coming as it did at the close of 
Mr. Moody’s seven months of evangelistic ef- 
fort, when the very atmosphere of the city 
seemed to be pervaded with the influence of 
the Holy Ghost, and almost every house the 
delegates entered proved to be a Bethel. 

In the choice of Mr. Moody as President, 
| the wishes of every delegate were carried out. 
_ The spiritual character of the Convention was 
| thus assured, and the business was dispatched 
with the most marked promptness,

In view of 
this fact, every Association should have a 
Committee on Membership, consisting of at 
least one from each College class, who shall 


seek out all new students at the very begin- | 
ning of the College year, and induce them to |

Il. Missionary spirit, both home and for- 
eign, should be developed and maintained | 
among College students. And in order that this 
may be done, a missionary meeting should be | 
held once a month, when the various mission 


fields should be discussed, and when practica- | 
ble a missionary should be invited to address | 


the meeting. 


Il. The College Prayer Meeting should 


be overseen by a Devotional Committee, whose | 


business shall be to select leaders and topics. 
A list of topics, with illustrative Bible texts, 
should be printed for circulation. Daily prayer 
meetings are recommended, also special meet- 
ings for prayer in students’ rooms. 

IV. Bible Study should hold the chief | 
place among the meetings of the Association, 


since an intimate knowledge of the Word of 
God is absolutely indispensable to the success 
of the Christian worker.
